ALBERTA POOL 
ALMOST DOUBLE 


Calgary, Aug. 16—Wheat marketed 


-by..the Alberta wheet pool,in-1925 was 


almost double ‘thé: amount marketed 
in 1924, reports to the fourth annual 
delegates’ conference state, Br tiels 
handled in 1925 numbared 45,100,000, 
and in 1924 23.026,000. ‘The member- 
ship of the pool was 36,512 as at July 
41, 1926. More than ¢@ per cent of 
the total aereage of the province has 
been signed up. More than 409,u00 
additional ecrcs were signed up since 
last Septemie. Wheat pov! locals 
number 240, 

The annual conference, attended by 
70 delegates, wus held in the Public 
Library, here, August 4th to August 
6th. No statement was issued to the 
daily press, and delegates informed 
the press that there would be no in- 
formation, A report-was issued to 
agricultural papers, and is now being 
published. 

Plans were laid for the organization 
of a coarse grains pool. Coarse grain 
pool contracts will be sent out with 
the wheat pool contract at the time 
the new signatures are made. Only 
those who are members of the wheat 
pool will be eligible for membership 
in the coarse grains pool, if it is de- 
finitely decided to organize such a 
pool. Agents at elevator points will 
handle coarse grains for members of 
the wheat pool only on a commercial 
basis, except at points where the 
wheat pool elevator is not the only 
one. <At such points coarse grains 
will be handled for both members and 
non-members. 

Reports showed that the amount of 
grain shipped through the western 
route had doubled, but that the pro- 
portion between the eastern and 
western route was about the same, 
with a slight increase over the west- 
ern route. No difference is made in 
the payment made to pool members, 
due to the different routes. 

The policy of developing pool ele- 
vators was strongly approved, and it 
was agreed that two cents a bushel 
would be set side from the proceeds 
of the 1925-1926 pool to py for pur- 
chases and construction. It was re- 
solved that as elevator companies 
owned elevators in all the western 
provinces, the Alberta pool board ap- 
proach the Manitoba and Saskatchew- 
an pools to cooperate in the securing 
of increased elevator facilities from 
these companies. Negotiations will 
be undertaken by all three provinces. 

A letter was read from the United 
Grain Growers stating that “the prin- 
ciples of handling Alberta pool grain 
through our elevators in Alberta and 
our terminals at the head of the lakes 
and at Vancouver, as worked out and 
agreed upon at various conferences 
and boards, would be put into effect 
from September 1 next,” This agree- 
ment supercedes the previous method 
of handling Alberta wheat under the 
contract, which has a year to run, 

The new plan provides for pro- 
rating back to the pool the surplus 
‘revenues over total expenses, This 
conference adopted the following re-

HARESTERS COME | 
IN HUNDREDS. FROM 
THE VERY FAR EAST 


Winnipeg, Aug. 15.—Three thousand 
more harvesters reached this city by 
regular and special Canadian National 
trains Saturday and Sunday from the 
maritime provinces. One heavy train 
arrived Saturday night with 900 men 
for the harvest fields, while three 
specials pulled in the Canadian Na- 
tional depot with 840, 500 and 400 
each, the latter train also carrying the 
200 immigrants from the S.8. Veen- 
dam, The Continental Limited 
brought seven cars of harvesters, ap- 
proximating 500 men, This finishes 
the first lot of workers from New 
‘Bruliswick, “Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island. 

According to passenger officials of 
the National lines, the next harvest- 
ers will be from Quebec, the first 
special Canadian National train be- 
ing already on its way west. 

No time was lost re-ticketing the 
week end arrivals and several spec- 
ial trains left over National lines for 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan points, 
where the grain is ready for harvest- 
ing, 


82 MILES OF HIGHWAY 
GIVEN A GRAVEL COAT 


A total of 82 miles of highway he- 
tween Edmonton and Calgary has 
been given at least one coat of gravel. 
With the completion of the 25 mile 
contract now proceeding between Mil- 
let and Ponoka, 109 miles wil) soon 
have been made good for all weather, 
Working north from Wetaskiwin, one 
mile has been done and on the other 
contract, six miles have been covered 
south of Navarre siding. 

Other parts that have received a 
coat of gravel are: 20 miles Edmon- 
ton to Leduc; six miles Red Deer to 
Ponoka; 11 miles at Innisfail; 22 
miles Olds to Carstairs, and 16 miles 
at Airdrie. 

There is one detour only in use for 
three miles south of Kavanagh siding, 
where a new grade is heing construct- 
ed. At Kavanagh, the road detour 
goes one mile east and south two, un- 
til the main highway is again touch- 
ed, avoiding all the new prading.—

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U. F. A. Candidate Delivers Stirring Address in: Angus 
Theatre, and is supported by Hon. Irene Parlby. 
Theatre was Packed to the Doors. 


It was a capacity house that crowd- 
ed the Angus Theatre on Monday 
night of this week to attend the meet- 
ing held in the interests of William 
Irvine, the U.IF.A, candidate for the 
Wetaskiwin riding in the present elec- 
tion. 2 

The chair was taken by Mr. A. P. 
Moan, who carried out his duties In 
a manner satisfactory to all. On the 
platform with Mr. Moan were the 
Hon. Irene Parlby, M.L.A;, and the 
candidate, Mr, Irvine. Mr. Moan, in 
a few well chosen remarks, introduc- 
ed the speakers. Mrs, Parlby toole 
the floor first and from the outset it 
was apparent that she is an exper- 
jenced public speaker. She referred 
to the choice of the U.F.A. in this cam- 
paign, and said that they certainly had 
made no mistake in choosing Mr. 
Irvine as their candidate. He had 
been a member of the United Farmers’ 
movement since 1908, when he joined 
the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ as- 
sociation. From 1913-to 1915 he was 
in Ontario and belonged to the U.F.O. 
He joined the U.S.A. in the latter part 
of 1916, and had been a member ever 
since. . 

Mrs. Parlby paid a glowing tribute 
to the qualities of Mr. Irvine, both as 
an orator and as a worker for the 
principles and aims of the United 
Farmers’ movement. In addition to 
giving a great deal of time to organiz- 
ation and educational work in con- 
nection with the movement, and with 
the various locals, she said that.Mr, 
Irvine had taken part in every poli- 
tical fight the United Farmers have 
had in Canada, And-said Mrs. Parl- 
by: “he is a bonny fighter.” She ask- 
ed for the support of Mr. Irvine at the 
polls on the 14th of September, as he, 
Mr. Irvine, could be of still greater 
service to the U.I.A. in the capacity 
of a member of parliament, and she 
urged the farmers to get behind Mr. 
Irvine and send him to Ottawa with 
a good majority. 

Dealing with the issues before the 
electors at this time, Mrs. Parlby 
showed a thorough grasp of the situ- 
ation and her address was listened to 
with rapt attention. She has a pleas- 
ing voice, a cultured manner, and im- 
presses her hearers as being a wo- 
man who knows what she is talking 
about, is clear in her own mind as to 
what she wants to say, and knows 
how to say it in the most pleasant and 
convincing manner. 

She told how politiclans of the old 
line parties had tried hard to con- 
vince the farmers that their activi- 
ties did and should properly belong 
to social and community work. That 
the field of politics would do their 
movement more harm than good. 
They should stick to their box soc- 
jals, their entertainments and_ teas, 
and leave the stern work of enacting 
legislation to their more experienced 
Conservative and Liberal friends, For 
a long time, the farmers had listened 
to this and had believed it, but there 
came a day of awakening, and the 
farmers woke up and lifted up their 
united voice in one loud and glorious 
ery, “Tosh!” From that time the 
farmer had become an ever increas- 
ing power in the political field and as 
time went on the Farmers’ movement 
would become — still more powerful, 
and, said Mrs. Parlby, “the Conser- 
vatives and the Liberals know this, 
and at election times, express their 
interest in all that pertains to the 
farmers’ lives, And are loud in their 
protestations that if returned to of- 
fice they will see to it that the needs 
of agriculture shall come first and 
foremost in their political endeavors. 
But the old party system could ac- 
complish but little in the way of 
real constructive legislation, and the 
farmers were tired of it. They wanted 
to see cooperation, not competition, 
and they were going to elect their 
own members to look after their in- 
terests, 

Space will not permit a detailed ac- 
count of all the topics touched on by 
Mrs. Parlby. The people of the We- 
taskiwin district are indeed fortunate 
in the matter of good speaking talent 
at the political meetings, and it is to 
be hoped that before the campaign is 
over, Mrs. Parlby will again 
dress a Wetaskiwin audience.

Aprox- 
imately 50 per cent of wheat, oats 
and barley} and rye has been cut 
south of the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific to the Saskatchewan 
houndary, with fifteen to twenty-five 
per cent in the more central pnd 


northern areas. ‘Threshing returns 
from the few points where it had be- 


gun reveal good grade and yield ot 
wheat, with barley fair. Recent rains 
will help to fill out later sown grains, 
including a proportion of wheat, as 
well as improve pasture and grass 
crops. There is very little rust re- 
ported and it is now too late to anti- 
cipate damage from this source. 

Light showers over most of the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan early in the 
week greatly retarded cutting opera- 
tions, and harvesting became gen- 
eral in southwest, where 60 to 75 per 
cent of the wheat is cut, and from 25 
to 40 per cent of oats and barley. 
In the central and northern areas 
there is wide yarlation in the amount 
of cutting accomplished, varying from 
10 to 40 per cent according to the 
advanced condition of the crops. Hail 
damage reported last week particu: 
larly in the Regina area may not be 
as serious as anticipated, some of 
the grain recovering which had been 
considered a total loss. A better than 
average wheat yield is indicated in 
the area adjacent to and south of the 
main line of the C.P.R. from Moose 
Jaw east to the Manitoba boundary, 
and due south of Moose Jaw to the 
international boundary and west to 
Shaunavon, The central and northern 
parts will be fair to good, excepting 
on the Outlook subdivision and the 
area northwest and southwest of 
Swift Current, where the crop will be 
a low yielding one, Rains have de: 
layed harvesting a day or two. 

Cutting was delayed in northern 
and central portions of Alberta but 
with favorable weather, cutting will 
be general around the twenty-fifth. 
No hail or frost and apart from saw: 
fly damage no other menace to crops. 
Rainfall has been most beneficial to 
late sown grain and forage crops. A 
better than average yield is expected 
with the crops fully equal to last 
year. All points along the ED. & 
B.C. railway show ‘uniformly excel- 
lent yield of wheat and other grains 
anticipating good weather, Cutting 
will be fairly general by the end of 
the present week. 

Continued hot dry weather prevails 
in British Columbia, but apple, plum, 
Pear and peach trees are coming 
along well and commencing to move 
freely, Grain and hay harvesting is 
about completed, A good heavy rain:

Alcohol ‘hurts the‘heryes and ner- 
vous system, so much so, that heavy 
drinkers cannot control their nerves 
and muscles, It also hurts the brain, 
and drinkers are never as intelligent 
as non-drinkers. In general, alcohol 
affects the health. 

Alcohol affects the heart and circu- 
lation and because it cannot be puri- 
fied when taken in, goes all over the 
body, in the blood, carrying with it 
many impurities. Circulation does 
not go on as good as formerly, and the 
heart does not do as good work in the 
body of as drinker as in the body of 
a non-drinker, 

Alcohol drinkers never have a good 
appetite and so do not eat enought 
to build their body properly.

PLENTY OF HORSES 
FOR THE RUSSIANS 


Calgary, August 16—Fire hundred 
and five horses have just been pur: 
chased in Alberta and 520 in Saskat- 
chewan for shipment to the Russian 
government, J.«W. Durno looked af- 
ter the Alberta end and he stated 
Saturday that 5,000 animals of the 
required type could have been obtain- 
ed if needed.

There was one price for all, $30. They 
will be shipped to Montreal and thence 
to Leingrad,

Mexico City, Aug. 16.—Several Cath- 
olics and a number of policemen were 
wounded, apparently only slightly, 
in a clash Sunday morning in the 
Mexico City suburb of San Angel. 
The Catholics had assembled to de- 
fend the chureh of San Jacinto in re- 
sponse to unfounded rumors that the 
Mexico Catholic or Schismatic church 
which does not recognize the pope, 
was planning to seize the edifice. 
The police were unable to disperse 
the crowd, and when soldiers arrived 
and tried to seatter the Catholics, 
they retaliated’ by throwing stones. 
About half a dozen persons were ar- 
rested,
